@ECRETS of Mr. Hugh Dalton’s 

first Budget will be disclosed 

in detail to his Cabinet colleagues 

at their next meeting—probably to- 

day, states the P.A. Lobby Corre- 

spondent.

else of my generation. In those 
now far-off days Her Majesty — 
a good deal of her time at Bal- 
moral, which fi in my imagina- 
tion as a sort of fairy-tale place, the 
kind of castle we read about in 
Hans Andersen or Grimm, inhabited 
by lovely princesses, with an odd 


‘dragon thrown in just to make 


things more interesting. 

Actually Balmoral Castle is a 
rather ugly place. obviously 
modelled on some of the princeling 
residences in Thiringen, where the 
Saxe-Coburg-Gothas came from. | 
did not know that it had been re- 
built, or, at least, reconstructed, at 
the orders of the Queen; but so I 
was asstred by some of the locals, 
many of whom still have lively re- 
collections of the little lady and her 
visits. There .was one ald boy who 
assured me that he had known the 
famous John Brown, the Highland 
ghillie, who was supposed to be the 
only person of whom Victoria was 
fafraid, and had quite a fabulous 
capacity for Scottish malt ! 


Greek Meets Greek 

What struck me chiefly about 
Balmoral Castle was its ine ty. 
It does not stem to Belong to its 
‘surroundings, whereas the neigh- 
bouring mansion of Invercauld looks 
as if it had always been there, and 
as if its disappearance would s 
the landscape. 1 was told that when 
the Queen decided to set up a High- 
land home she set her heart 

t oo Imvercauld, but ran 
up against an old gentleman 
one Colonel Farquharson, Laird of 
the place, who had just as strong 
a will as Her Majesty herself, and 
refused point-blank to sell the home 
of his ancestors even to his liége 
Lady! So she had to content her- 
self with Balmoral. 

The bad taste of the Victorian 
era has become a modern joke—one 
associates the idea th anti- 
macassars, aspidistras, stuffed birds 
under glass, red plush armchairs, 
mutton-chop whiskers and the like. 
But if you want to see the most 
shocking examples of Victorian 
vulgarity you must pay a visit to

EXFORD COUNTY COUNCIL. 
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TOURIST MYSTERIES . 

- Until ‘six’ years ago, the Irish 
Tourist Association was the 
officially ‘ recognised agency'for’ 
the promotion of tourist interests 
in this poe, ‘The Association, 
a mixed body of. representatives, 
of local authorities and travel” 
agencies, derived it§ main income 
from public, funds, -and it did’ 
me to attract visitors from at 

ome and abroad to Irish health 
and pleasure resorts. For reasons 
that never have been adequately 
explained, the Government. de- 
cided that it.was desirable to set 
up another, and a fully-fledged, 
official authority to organise the 
tourist industries. Under the 
Tourist Traffic Act-of 1939 a new 
Board of five salaried members— 
{with the Association’s former 
secretary as its chairman—was 
set up, and was made responsible 
to the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce. Among the principal 
‘powers and responsibilities given 
to the new Board was the right 
to-spend up to £45,000. annually 
for purposes of administration, 
and to make further grants and 
nominally-repayable - loans from 
public funds both. to owners of 
hotels and other places of enter- 
tainment, and to organisers. of 
sports and amusements and other 
activities “of a  profit-earning 
character.” Power to remit pay- 
ments of interest and repayments 
of capital on ‘such loans were 
vested in the Ministers for 
Finance and Industry and Com- 
merce. Other. powers and duties 
that devolved on the Board in- 
cluded those for the compulsory 
acquisition of land and for the 
preparation and execution of 
plans for the development of 
health and pleasure.resorts, Other 
sections of the Act enabled the 
Board to inspect and compile 
official registers of hotels and 
boarding-houses and to prescribe 
standards. 

As a result of emergency con- 
ditions, many of these powers 
either were exercised within very 
narrow limits, or were held in 
abeyance, for four or five years. 
Last year steps were taken to 
begin the work of inspection and 
registration. Meanwhile, the 
Board had acquired tracts of 
land at Tramore, and, aided by 
the Construction Corps, had pro- 
ceeded with works of develop- 
ment Concurrently, lands were 
acquired at Portmarnock and 
plans were prepared for their 
future use. At that point the 
Board’s report of progress made 
to the end of last March, as it 
was presented to the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, becomes 
Mextremely. vague and _ elusive. 
During the year under review it 
appears that the Board requested 
the Minister to approve of 
““developmierit schemes at “eleven 
different resorts at a total esti- 
mated cost of £348,000.” Of 
these schemes the Minister had 
“approved in principle,” but no 
final commitments had been 
made. Again, the report says that 
“from the date of its establish- 
ment the Board has submitted. 
proposals for development 
schemes at seventeen resorts,” at 
a total estimated cost of £542,000, 
and that “ten of them .. . have 
been approved in principle.” 
Apart from references to 
Tramore, Portmarnock, Lisdoon- 
varna, Bundoran, and Garryvoe, 
in Co. Cork, no hint is given con- 
cerning the otherwelve areas for 
which plans have been submitted 
to the Minister. What is the 
reason for this extraordinary 
reticence? 

The Board’s answer, as it 
appears in the official report, is 
not a little amusing. Since 
‘approval in principle” does not 
finally commit the State and 
since further “ necessary acquisi- 
tions and pre-requisites emay. be 
found either too expensive or im- 
practicable, the Board does not 
consider it in the public interest 
to disclose the identity of the 
resorts for which it has submitted 
schemes.” Could anything be 
more .childlike in its simplicity? 
Plans have been prepared for the 
development of some well-known 
seaside resort. Architects and 
engineers have carried out their 
local surveys, and, presumably, 
have discussed possible develop- 
ments with members and officials 
of the county” or urban council 
concerned, Yet “ public interest” 
makes it necessary that all such 
surveys and conversations shall 
be regarded as inviolable. official 
secrets. Alternatively, can it be 
that local surveys .and inquiries 
are conducted with’ so much 
secrecy that even local councillors 
and officials have no knowledge 
of the Board’s interest in their 
district? Such suggestions, as we 
believe, can be dismissed as mere 
make-believe and nonsense. 
Nevertheless, they have serious 


h 
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with ignominy the chief ‘Minister 
ot the State, and the man who 
is largely: responsible for the 
State’s sponsorship of the Trish 
language movement. Something 
had: to crack; and it may have 
been just as, Well that it was the 
rule. By a timely withdrawal, 
the Gaelic League’ has. saved 
itself from the scorn which was 
heaped, very. justly, on the Gaelic 
Athletic Association when it 
expelled Dr, Hyde for attending 
an Association football match in 
his official capacity as President 
of Ireland. The position now is 
that, while members of the 
Gaelic League are expected and 
urged to support all the branches 
of what is known as Gaelic cul- 
ture, they are not liable to expul- 
sion if they fail. In other words, 
the League abandons its claim to 
control. the: private life of: its 
members, and tacitly admits that 
a man may:.touch the fox-trot 
and ‘not be defiled. This deve- 
lopment is likely to increase the 
influence of the League among 
those young people who feel no 
vocation’ for the austere life. 
They can participate in the work. 
of spreading the. Irish language 
without. surrendering themselves 
completely to it; they may speak 
Irish: and still enjoy the dances 
that are common to their con- 
temporaries all over the world. 
One must hope very sincerely 
that the G.A.A. will follow suit 
very shortly, and will admit that 
Association football, which is 
played by good Frenchmen, 
Poles, Hungarians, Italidns and 
Russians, may be played also by 
a good Irishman. We have no 
particular desire to see either 
organisation successful in its 
attempt to make Ireland a Gaelic 
State, because we believe that the 
means are too exhausting and the 
end not worth achievement. Yet 
we would be as narrow-minded 
as some of the Gaels themselves 
if we did not recognise that each 
has a not unworthy part to play 
in Irish life. For the good and 
the repute of the nation, we hope 
that they will abandon their 
Gilbertian poses and will make a 
treaty with reality.

ELEVATOR STRIKE 

Last week was an exciting one for 
business houses in. New 
York; for the elevator operators went 
on strike for a higher wage. Over 
2,000 buildings were affected, and 
thousands of offices were unable to 
carry on their business. , At the 
Empire State Building many people 
who attempted to w up, even to 
lower floors, such as the twenty-second, 
collapsed. The result was that most 
of the employees were given an un- 
official holiday for the week’s dura- 
tion of the strike. Thus, 10,000 
strikers affected more than a million- 
and-a-half et. and the estimated 
value of the. business that was not 
done was $20,000,000. Special 
elevators were run for hospitals, for 
patients visiting doctors, and for public 
services, such as the broadcasting 
stations. The strike is settled now, 
and everything is back to normal. 


HOSPITAL MEMORIAL 
There is a noteworthy trend these 
days to make what are called “ livin 
memorials" of people who have died. 
Instead of. making a beautiful, though 
useless, statue in memory of some 
Statesman, his friends and admirers 
establish, for example, scholarships in 
subjects in which he was interested. As 
a memorial to thee-late Governor 
Alfred E. Smith, who died on October 
4th,. a three-million dollar, 16-floor 
‘addition to St. Vincent's Hospital is 
planned. A Saree: of which the 
Archbishop of New York, Dr. Spell- 
man, is honorary chairman, will be 
launched at a dinner in the Waldorf 
Astoria on the anniversary of his 
death. subscription will 
$100 a plate, and, so ‘that all the 
money may go towards the hospital, 
friends of Mr. Smith have contributed 
the cost of the dinner. It is hoped that 
the donations will meet the entire cost 
of construction. According to the 
plane of the new wing, there will be 
50 beds, which will include 100 
additional places in the charity wards 
and 80 for semi-private patients. There 
will be enlarged facilities for clinical,
